The Russia ns wo uld be to ta lly o ut o f 
cha ra cter if they did no t a ttempt to ga in 
ma x imum pro pa ga nda v a lue fro m their 
success in pro bing o uter spa ce.

cro wing lo udly , a nd sho wing no hint o f 
humility in the fa ce o f the grea t na tura l 
fo rces inv o lv ed. 
The wo rst a spect o f this is tha t the 
Kremlin o bv io usly seeks to ca pita lize o n its 
scientific triumph to bulldo ze the free 
wo rld into a ccepting its disa rma ment pro ­ 
po sa ls. 
Using “ Sputnik” a s a kind o f club, the 
Russia ns wa nt to frighten tremulo us neu­ 
tra ls a nd ev en sturdy a nti-Co mmunist peo ­ 
ples into submissio n. 
To co mba t this effo rt giv es to the United 
Sta tes a nd its firm friends perha ps the mo st 
ha za rdo us diplo ma tic ta sk they ha v e ha d 
since the clo se o f Wo rld Wa r II.

Just a s the So v iet Unio n 
lea rned the secret o f nuclea r wea po ns a fter 
we ha d jumped into a huge lea d, so we ca n 
redress the ba la nce in the missile field. 
Our grea t nuclea r a rsena l plus the pro s­ 
pect o f success in the missile a nd sa tellite 
field sho uld giv e us co nfidence, tho ugh 
pla inly there no lo nger is ro o m fo r smug­ 
ness a nd co mpla cency . 
Neither we no r o ur friends sho uld be 
pa nicked into submitting to ta lly o r o ne by 
o ne to Russia . Wa r is just a s unthinka ble 
fo r bo th sides to da y a s it wa s befo re 
“ Sputnik” wa s la unched.

' These Days’

THE SILLY SEASON 
The Sputnik has beyond doubt sputnikized 
many of us. We have become moon-struck which 
was an ancient term for those w’ho were believed 
to be affected by the moon, so that they suddenly 
ccascd to be completely themselves and acted 
curiously. It was supposed to happen to beasts as 
well as to man. 
It is a pity when the sense of proportion is out 
of focus because of some new invention or dis­ 
covery. For instance, when the first atom bomb 
was exploded, all the weather-vane speechmakers, 
commentators and w riters 
began 
to 
use 
the 
phrase, ‘'The Atomic Age,” as though something 
that was so on a Thursday was no longer so an 
a Friday. Actually, in the lives of most of us, 
nothing happened. Those who loved, continued to 
love; women bore babies; some idiots sought to 
solve personality problems in the divorce courts, 
expecting the second to be different from the first 
only to discover that most are pretty much the 
same in the little things that are so im portant to 
little people. "The Atomic Age” has not changed 
the politics of the world; it is even impossible to 
attribute to it the paucity of first-rate talent 
everywhere on the earth, all of those who are 
governing now- having been bom before Hiro­ 
shima and none of them having, to anyone’s 
knowledge, been diverted to reason by atomic 
rays. 
Now I see that Dr. Abram L. Sachar, presi­ 
dent of Brandeis University, blâmes the Sputnik 
on Joe McCarthy. T hat looks to me like a m aster­ 
piece of the illogical. Dr. Sachar’s argum ent is 
that Joe drove brilliant scientists and best State 
D epartm ent career diplomats out of public serv­ 
ice and therefore the Russians beat us to the 
Sputnik. Said Dr. Sachar: 
"Because of this, we, the most powerful na­ 
tion in the world, were defeated in the first stage 
of interspace travel.” 
I wonder If Dr. Sachar listed the names of the 
great scientists and best diplomats that Joe drove 
from "active life," thus giving Soviet R ussia.the 
advantage of superior brains. Joe McCarthy is 
dead and his sins, whatever they may be, have 
boon judged by his M aker and it can m a tte r little 
what Dr. Sachar says against him or I say for 
him. 
But let us be reasonable: Joe held that Soviet 
Russia was employing American citizens in a con­ 
spiracy to infiltrate our government. The Rosen­ 
berg Case, the Canadian Spy Ring Case, the con­ 
viction of Klaus 
Fuchs and others in Great 
Britain, and numerous other cases, tried in the 
courts by judge and jury, have established that 
Soviet Russia employed espionage methods in the 
United States, particularly with regard to our 
scientific investigations. 
Would Dr. Sachar say that a scientist is free 
to be a spy any more than any other citizen is? 
Of course, not! He does not mean that at all. 
Then what does he mean? It is difficult to know* 
exactly because actually Joe McCarthy’s investi­ 
gations have, on the whole, been substantiated 
by the course of events. 
W hat Congress needs to know is why the 
Army, Navy and Air Force have rejected unifica­ 
tion which Congress instructed these services to 
achieve. For Russia’s success with the Sputnik is 
beyond doubt due to the costly and futile com­ 
petition among these services which have wasted 
unregainable time arguing as to which branch is 
to be in charge of rockets and missiles, when 
actually it does not m ake the slightest difference 
so long as we get the job done. Call it Thor, 
Jupiter, Juno or Mary Jane— what difference does 
it really make? 
It is surprising that President Eisenhower does 
not tell these admirals and generals to get off 
their rotundities and get on the job. The Russians 
have made them look like fools, and fools they 
have been quarrelling over priorities whereas 
they ought to be serving the United States. 
Joe McCarthy, when he was alive, cried out 
against official idiots and the Sputnik shows that 
Joe, at any rate, had something to cry out about. 
Senator Stuard Symington has, with excessive 
gentleness, been complaining about brassy vacu­ 
ity, if you know what I m ean? The difference be­ 
tween Senator McCarthy and Senator Symington 
was that Joe was very impolite and the people 
heard him. He got a few results, not too many. 
To get real results, one must be even more im­ 
polite and impolitic than Joe was.

Shingles Often Especia lly 


Serio us fo r Older Peo ple

is a little difficult to say w hether shingles 
or herpes zoster should be classified as a disease 
of the nerves or a virus. 
Be that as it may, this 
strange disorder is caused by a virus and does 
involve the nerves. 
O r perhaps one should say 
the nerves of feeling or sensation. 
In a review of herpes zoster published In *a 
leading medical journal 206 cases were analyzed 
Among the 32 patients under the age of 20 with 
shingles the condition cleared up in 30 in 14 days 
or less. 
In four elderly patients the symptoms 
lasted six months or longer. 
The first sign of the disease is usually a pain 
or burning sensation which is confined to some 
part OI the body and to one tide only. 
Why it 
should be one-sided is still not known. 
It is particularly common around the chest 
the hips, the abdomen and the face. 
It is .par 
ticularly serious when the eyes become involved 
In the review just mentioned, involvement of 
the eye did not occur in patients under the age 
of 20. 
It appeared to become more common in 
more or less direct relationship to age. 
HEKPE.H MAY come on immediately after an 
acute infection like pneumonia or meningitis. 
Sometimes it develops without obvious cause and 
sometimes comes in epidemics. 
One of the curious features of shingles is its 
relationship to chicken pox. 
The virus particles 
of chicken pox and herpes zoster cannot be told 
apart by their physical appearance. 
F urth er­ 
more, there have been many reports of chicken 
pox occurring in people who came in contact with 
victims of shingles. Occasionally the opposite has 
been observed. 


MANY D IFFER E N T kinds of treatm ent have 
been used for shingles. 
Soothing lotions or other 
preparations help a little. 
X-rays have been used 
with variable success. 
Antibiotics also may have 
some value. 
Anything which improves the gen­ 
eral health is considered valuable. 
However, so 
far there is no single specific remedy. 
In elderly people or those weakened by illness, 
herpes is often a particularly serious thing be­ 
cause it hangs on so long. The persistent pain is 
called postherpetic neuralgia. 


W H E N N o H U M , else seems to work, cut­ 
ting the nerve by surgery or other procedures on 
the nerves may have to be considered. 
Older 
people with nerve pain following shingles deserve 
the utmost sympathy. 
A study suggests progress 
in 
preventing 
postherpetic 
neuralgia 
may 
be 
made by more strenuous efforts to reduce the 
severity of acute attacks.

Francisco 
Oliva, might have taken over as 
dictator. Instead, he lifted the 
state of seige within a month. 
Then he announced he would 
honor 
the 
constitutional 
ban 
against 
military 
commanders 
running for the presidency un­ 
less they resign their command 
six months before an election. 
This was an unprecedented 
action in Latin-American poli­ 
tics. T here is only praise for 
Colonel Oliva for saving G uate­ 
m alan democracy. 


ANOTHER P It E C E I> E N T 
was broken W'hen the former 
V’ice-President Luis A rturo Gon­ 
zales Lopez, who had succeeded 
Castillo Armas, announced that 
he would not be a candidate for 
president.

Armas but has now broken with 
the administration. 
The third candidate, Dr. Mi­ 
guel A sturias Quinones, 60, a 
professor, has been put forward 
by the Catholic Democratic pa r­ 
ty. It holds only five seats in 
Parliam ent and admits it has 
little chance of winning. 
The 
United 
Anti-Communist 
party, which holds two seats in 
Parliam ent, has no presidential 
candidate. 


ALL COMMUNIST and left- 
wing parties supporting the old 
Arevaio and Arbenz governments 
have been disbanded. Their lead­ 
ers offer no threat to the G uate­ 
malan people who, once burned 
by 
their

of liberalism, 
aren’t likely to be burned again. 
But the holding of democratic 
elections will by no means solve 
all 
of 
G uatem ala’s 
problems. 
Over half of its three and a 
half million people are Indians 
of great poverty and illiteracy.

The government is trying to

It claims that unemployment 
of the Red regimes has been 
licked. The country is no longer 
just a banana republic. United 
Fruit is hack and welcome, but 
it does not dominate either the 
government or the economy.

WASHINGTON — "The boast 
of heraldry, the pomp of power

States. Maybe the stern words 
of Secretary Dulles are neces­ 
sary to prevent a local w ar into 
which the rest of the world sub­ 
sequently might bedrawn.

ing number of experts in the field 
who feel that the nation’s high a c­ 
cident rate cannot be effectively 
lowered until it is realized that 
accident-proneness is an ailment, 
just as are alcoholism and heart 
attacks, and proper treatm ent is 
employed. 
Costly Toll 
The accident toll last year, be- 


side 95,000 dead, included 9,500,000 
injured, of whom 350,000 suffered 
permanent 
physical 
impairment. 
The National Safety Council esti­ 
mated the cost at $11,200,000,000 
in property damage and time lost 
from work. 
As the result of careful studies 
scientists now feel they can often 
detect by psychological tests the 
accident-prone person, who is usu­ 
ally either maladjusted emotional­ 
ly or immature in judgment, or 
both. 
“ Accident-proneness is partly a 
m atter of a ge,” said Dr. Hender­

sense of guilt, or brood about your 
problems while you are at work 
or behind the wheel of a car. 
2. You haven’t won the acclaim 
you feel you deserve in an impor­ 
tant field, and you drive fast or 
dangerously merely to call atten­ 
tion to yourself. 
3. You become flustered in any 1 
em ergency, and react emotionally 
—instead of with mature and im­ 
mediate judgment. 
“ The ability to recognize these 
feelings of resentment and guilt | 
is the key to gaining m aturity,” 
said Dr. 
Henderson. 
“ Otherwise, 
they a re polite ways of self-mur­ 
der, leading the individual uncon­ 
sciously to destroy himself. 
Could Avoid Many 
“ I believe that at least half the 
accidents 
in 
industry 
and 
the 
home and on the highways could 
be avoided. But this required two 
things—the 
ability 
of 
accident- 
prone individuals to have insight 
into 
their 
personality 
problems 
and face up to the task of becom­ 
ing well-adjusted; the detection by 
psychologic tests of accident-prone 
persons who are a menace to both 
themselves and others on the high­ 
way or in many industrial jo b s.” 
But is it possible for an acci- 
s dent-prone person ever really to 
become safe? 
“ Yes, very definitely,” said Dr. 
Henderson. 
“ He should 
talk out 
his problem with friends, his min­ 
ister, his physician. Once he rec­ 
ognizes his problem, and adjusts | 
to it, he can become a safe per­ 
sons.” 
But he does have to face his 
problem—and conquer it by grow­ 
ing up.
